In response to the multi-tiered species election requirement set forth in the Office Action 
mailed November 25, 2005, and further discussed by the undersigned and the Examiner in a 
telephone conference on December 9, 2005, Applicants hereby elect the species of a "slidable 
electrode" as the power delivery source (claims 4 and 29), and the species wherein the imaging 
device is an endoscope (claims 1 1 and 25). In addition to elected claims 4, 1 1, 25 and 29, 
Applicants respectfully submit that at least claims and 1-2,7-9, 13-16, 19-23, 26-28 and 30 are 
generic to the elected species.
